Consolidate and amend the JLavy relating 1 to Petit 
Juries in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend tlie 
Laws relating to Petit Juries in Ireland: Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Juries Act 
(Ireland), 1868.” 

2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 

10 3. In this Act and the Schedules annexed hereto the following 

Words shall he respectively construed as herein-after defined, unless 
there he something in the Subject Matter or Context repugnant to 
such Construction or Definition ; that is to say, _ 

The Word “ County ” shall include a Riding of a County having a 
15 separate Commission of the Peace, and also a County of a City 
and a County of a Town : 

[Bill 70.] A 1116 
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The Word “ Court ” shall include each of the Superior Courts of 
Common Law and Equity, and the Probate Court at Dublin, 
and every Court of Assize* Nisi Prius, Oyer and Terminer, and 
Gaol Delivery, and every General Sessions of the Peace, and 
every Recorder’s Court : 5 

The Word “ Judge ” shall include every Justice and Commissioner 
of Assize, Nisi Prius, Oyer and Terminer, and Gaol Delivery, 
and also even- Chairman of Justices presiding at General 
Sessions of the Peace for any County, and every Recorder, and 
also every Person duly appointed and acting as Deputy for any 10 
of the Judges aforesaid :
